The image was finally found, it is 
said, in its reguiar place, when the 
Talbots returned. They disclaimed 
all knowledge of tts disappearance. It 
still stands in the room. Lord Talbot 
has been offered thousands of dollars 
for it by American collectors of an- 
fwaques but refuses to part with it. 

Both Lord and Lady Talbot ex- 
pressed themselves as being delighted 
with America. En route from the 
Orient they stopped at Honolulu. Lord 


Talbot dec that he thought 
Americans should be proud of the Ha- 
walian Islands. 


Lord Talbot is a strong Unionist in 
the British political sense, and op- 
posed to home rule. He says that the 
Irish people are better off under 
isting conditions and that with home 
rule they could not expect any ma- 
terial advantages. 

The Talbots will remain in Los An- 
geles several days. ‘They will go East 
over the Southern Pacific and expect 
to stay a week at New Orleans. They. 
are accompanied by Samuel 
who has business interests in London.

Head of Pacific. Electric 
Keeps Things Moving. 


Unification and Extensions 
Are Progressing. 


Paul Shoup finished his first year’s 
work yesterday as vice-president and 
managing director of the Pacific Elec- 
tric In Bouthern California. 

Shoup was confronted with a for- 
midable task in unifying and reor- 
ganiZing the lines of the Pacific 
Electric, Los Angeles Pacific, and al- 
lied lines taken over by the Southern 
Pacific last winter. That the con- 
solidation and financing of these lines 
has been accomplished is considered 
a fine tribute to the energy and abil- 
ity of Shoup. 

Shoup is now engaged in forward- 
ing the policy of the thoroughly re- 
organized company for the better- 
ment of traffic arrangements in Los 
Angeles and the entire system, em- 
bracing nearly 1000 miles of inter- 
urban track Already this phase of 
the year’s work is well started. 

The high-powered, roomy cars of 
the Los Angeles Pacific division have 
been placed in operation on the 
northern division where the traffic 
is heavy, and where the grades are 
steep, while 
formerly in use in Pasadena, have 
been placed on the longer lines of 
the company and in sections where

with the granti of a permit for
